Broadway on the west side;

ttit street, but this time along 
th« east side. First, looking at 
the gore between Telegraph and 
San Pablo avenues, \re see the 
beautiful residence and private 
grounds of George C. Potter, 
running as far back as the pres- 
ent Seventeenth street, on both 
sides. As it was one of the most 
prominent, so It was also one of 
the best homes and gardens in 
the town at that time, the gar- 
dener being the veteran nursery- 
man, Stephen Nolan. He after- 
wards . TnSd.; a large nursery at 
Grove and Thirty-fourth streets, 
and died only a few years' ago at 
Berkeley. It comes back to me 
that there was a St. John's-bread 
tree in that garden, the only one 
in Oakland and a- very' rare tree: 
and when the fruit got ripe, did 
we boys sample it? Well, I guess 
we did. 
It was a long, fiat, 


brown bean and was sweet, like 
sugar/ Then there was a century 
plant'in bloom there in 186-7.' 
•Th/e^e "were 'some' steps built 
.around it, so .you could go-up, 
near the top/and they charged 
twenty-five cents. admission, the 
money to go' to t;ome . charity. 
Being so high, though, it could 
be easily seen from, the outside; 
?p, they didn't g?t any of 'thfS 
boys' money, nor did we have 
to climb over the fence.

First National Bank stands on 
that corner now. 


At the southeast corner 
of.. 


Broadway and Fourteenth streets 
was the flour mills of Pencileton 
and Leonard,"tknown as the Oak- 
land Flour Mill; and, as this was 
the only mill in town, they had 
all of the trade. • "Bill" Stewart 
was the man who drove the de- 
livery wagon. 
At that time 


Fourteenth street was not open- 
ed east of Broadway, but there 
was an orchard there, owned by 
a Mr. Bradshaw. 
< 


The northeast corner of Thir- 
teenth streets-was a vacant lot, 
but across the street w.as the 
First Presbyterian church, stand- 
ing high up, with Sunday school 
rooms underneath. I remember 
a Mrs. Howard as one. of the 
teachers. Besides two or three 
native oak trees, the 
grounds 


were laid out with flowers and 
shrubbery. 
The bell stood on 


a kind of horse .or frame on the 
ground, and had a wheel by. 
which it was rung; and that bell 
was sure rung pretty lively some- 
times, for it was used, not only 
for church purposes, but by the 
vblunteer fire department as a 
fire alarm bell. And say, there 
was some excitement in town 
when that bell was rung at night 
for a. fire. 
The whole town 


turned out, everybody coming on 
the run, shouting "Fire, fire," 
just as the newsboys now yell 
"Extra, extra." 


The volunteer fire department, 
as it was called, had. only a 
bucket cart, with about 24 lea- 
ther buckets". When ttiR hnv«

in line and pass the buckets from 
one to another; getting, the water 
.put of the nearest -well, all of 
which was some work. 


And then how we boys would 
ring that bell on Christmas and 
New Tear's, for it was so easy 
to get at, for there was only a 
picket fence to .jump over, the 
gates being' looked to keep the 
boys out (?) and away from the 
bell. This church lot was after- 
wards sold to Charles Jurgens, 
who built the present structure 
many years ago, and the church 
building was moved around onto 
Thirteenth street, raised up and 
stores .put.in below, Lincoln hall, 
upstairs, being in a portion of 
the original church building. 


The 
northeast 
corner 
of 


Broadway-and Twelfth—a quar- 
ter block—was owned by D. L.- 
Emerson,- who had his home 
there, a story and a half house 
with flower garden.

over to the southeast corner of 
Twelfth street -we find the hay, 
grain .and feed store of.George H. 
Fogg, afterwards' justice, of the . 
peace, who did a lot of business, 
and his wife had a private school 
down on Second street near 
Franklin.

Early Days in Monterey Recalled

CARMEL, Oct. 14—One link t 
between the piesent day of indus- 
try and the Spanish era .in Mon- 
terey is the old adobe house where 
Robert Louis Stevenson made his 
home. 
Although Stevenson came 


I and went, for he was only in Cal- 
I ifornia less than a year, he is the 
' most widely known and remem- 


bered of the many dreamers who 
found their v.ay to this peninsula. 
His abode, still intact at Monterey, 
ptanda out above all others. •This 
house, now known as Stevenson's 
home, will change hands shortly 
and will become the property of 
Captain Frederick A. Randall ol 
Santa Barbara. The deal will be 
settled some itme next week. 


During the 
short 
time that 


Stevenson •was in Monterey he was 
terribly ill and was ofter in need 
of money. 
He 
had 
one great 


friend 
howe\ei, Jules Simoneau, 


who constituted himself sick nurse 
anil tuulcd him with gieat care. 
Knowing his shortness of funds, 
Simonsau opened his own purse 
to 
Stevenson 
This Frenchman 


Stevenson took his meals. 
It was 


a, humble affair, consisting only 
of a small wine room in front and 
a dining room behind. In the lit- 
tle back room Stevenson ate with 
Acquaintances 
and 
his 
friends. 


Years later, when Stevenson be- 
came famous in the literary world, 
he sent autographed copies of his 
first editions to the old innkeeper 
who had befriended him in his 
days of illness. Not even in direst 
poverty would Simoneau sell these 
volumes, but treasured them as the 
gift of one friend to another. 


After finding a place to eat and 


sleep, Stevenson settled down to 
hard work. He began "The Ama- 
teur Emigrant," a story_of his voy- 
age across the Atlantic' ocean and 
the 
American 
continent. "The 


Pavilion On the Link's" was writ- 
ten 
here; 
also, the 
essays on 


HILHAKD. 
Thoreau and the Japanese re- 
former, Yoshiua Torajiro , "Pr; ice 
Otto" WAS planned, to be com- 
pleted after he had returned to 
Europe. He made at this tim; de- 
tailed notes for "The Old P.icific 
Capital," which appears in "Acrosb 
tho Plains." 


Years 
later 
when 
Stevenson 


wrote "Treasure Island" he drew 
on the scenery of the Monterey 
coast for his descriptions of the 
deserted island where 
the gold 


and pieces of eight were buried. 
Although miserably ill all the 
time, Stevenson loved Monterey, 
and said so in many 
ways 
and 
places 
He enjoyed walking by 
himself along tjie lone stretch or 
the beach. 
Stevenson 
was 
en- 
tranced by the sound of the "break- 
ers and would listen 
to 
then 
thundering, whether he ivas along 
the shore or in some distant glen, 
lie describes their sound in his 
desciiption of Monterey in "The 
Old Pacific Capital." 
He says: 


"The one common note of all 
this country is the haunting pres- 
o^^t. r-f tho nr-pan 
A trrfnt faint 


sound of breakers follows you high 
up into the inland canyons; the 
roar of the water dwells in the 
clean empty rooms of Monterey 
as in a shell upon the chimney; 
go where you will, you have but 
to pause and listen 
to hear the 


voice of the Pacific." 


Monterey in Stevenson's 
time 
was a sleepy village. 
The writer 
saw in decay the once flourishing 
capital of California 
She boasted 
but half a dozen thinly populated 
streets, silent, 
with 
walled, un- 
weeded 
gardens. 
The 
houses 


were of the old Spanish typs of 
unbaked adobe brick with thick 
walls. 
Only a few of these re- 


main, the best known of which is 
the home of Stevenson. 
A ma- 


jority of the 
old 
adobe houses 


have been pulled down and re- 
•placed by business buildings.

delinquent taxes which the state 
has never auctioned off in order 
to collect the amount due, the tax 
experts declare. 
Of this number 


it will be recommended that ap- 
proximately 1000 of these cases be 
cancelled. It is probabe that this 
recommendation will be accepted 
by the state controller, and this 
means that the title will be cleared 
on the property without expense 
to the property owner. 


Cancellation of delinquent taxes 


is aloned by the law for three 
causes, it is pointed out by County 
Auditor E. F. Garrison. These are' i 
cases of double assessment; inade- | 
quate legal description to allow | 
locating the property, and taxes 
on property which had not been i 
patented and therefore not taxable. 


DATE BACK MANY YEARS 
The majority of the cases being 


found by the searchers date back 
to many years ago, and this is due 
to the loose system of bookkeep- 
ing in vogue at that time, it is 
pointed out by Garrison. 
Due to 


this loose system, pieces of pro- 
perty were often assessed twice; 
the legal description was insuffi- 
cient to locate the property, or 
taxes were levied against property 
which belonged to the state, the 
go'iernment or religious organiza- 
tions, and therefore not subject to 
tax

• But many other cases of poor 
bookkeeping ha\e been discovered 
in which the state failed to collect 
on taxes rightfully due* although

property owners to have such cases 
brought to light and the delinquent 
tax 'paid before accumulation of 
further interest. 


In all such cases' discovered, it 


is announced, property owners will 
be notified and given a reasonable 
length of time to make payment 
At the expiration of tjaat time the 
property will be declst-ed sold to 
the state and subsequently auc- 
tioned off. 


TAXES NEVER OUTLAWED 
It is pointed out that taxes never 


become outlawed and remain a Hen 
against the property until paid. 


Although the county was or- 


ganized in 1852 the research is only 
being conducted! back to 1874 be- 
cause the law does not provide for 
tho research beyond that period.

Because the average fanner, and those who 


are classed as below the average, are without 
sufficient time, education and money to give 
back 1o the soil that which 1hey take from it 
tlie human race, unless there is an awakening 
arid a remedy, will starve. This is the belief 
of Eugene Davetij^rt, Michigan farmer and 
former Dean and Director of the fllinois Col- 
lege of Agriculture at lh'b?inn. -Dean Daven- 
port was asked by Fanii and Fireside to state 
what, in his opinion, wa^ the most important 
agricultural problem 1hat confronts the hu- 
man rate. lie replied: 


"Is it possible so io operate the land that it 


shall yield profitable crops and at the same 
time increase inslead of decrease its store of 
fertility, or must humanity exist at the ex- 
pense of the natural supply of fertility as it 
does of'coal, for example? Are we as a people 
simply going through a brief geologic period, 
only to become extinct like species that have 
gone before, as soon as we ourselves have de- 
stroyed the conditions of our own existence by 
working1 out the stuff of which food is made? 
Or ma\ \\e hupe for perpt'lual prodnciivily?" 


J>ean Davenport submits proof h;i«. been veil- 


dcied there, is uo need for this depletion of 1he 
soil. It is becau^this leR^eniug ol' fertility is 
so-gradual and the remedies involve labor and 


^expense, as well as a.""general realization for 


their necessity, he takes a pessimistic view. R 
would not be possible, he argues, to go before 
Congress with a plea for a subsidy to guaran- 
tee the farms should be maintained in a state 
of productivity. With bumper crops grown in 
all parts of-the country the man asking such a 
program would be laughed out of countenance.

Displaying a love of rhyme the Americans, 


in large majority, have changed the "respect" 
to ''way" and are thus oble to put a swing 
into the words which makes them more con- 
vincing. 
Scoffers have laughed at Coue, a 


British cabinet member has declared he owes 
his life to the man, and the wife of a high naval 
official in England declares Coue cured her 
of illness which threatened to ruin her social 
season. 


Coue's theory is a great deal like the old one 


of the will effecting a cure. He substitutes the 
imagination for the will and believes that a, 
properly trained imagination may stimulate 
mind and body to function. 
By saying the 


ritual every morning and evening a man may 
jog his imagination into action. There would 
have been no great amount of surprise at the 
reappearance of the doctrine of the power of 
imagination over matter had it not been for 
the results claimed by persons who hold posi- 
tions of prominence. It is interesting to see 
what (he physicians say of the man. 


The Journal of-American Medical Associa- 


tion sees danger in Coue-ism and yet does not 
claim it is \sithout merit. It does not believe, 
for instance, with Coue that cancer, tubercu- 
losis and the assoitorl fevers are products of 
the will and imagination "HI improperly ad- 
justed relations and that they can be cured 
by the repeating of the affirmative sentence the 
Frenchman prescribes. Yet it admits that some 
persons who.a re ill and some others who appear 
to'be ill. may be restored to health. The mod- 
ern physician for years has used autosugges- 
tion In cases where he believed it could help. 
He believes there are many cases in which it is 
of no use.

President Hard- 
ins is fortunate in gaming the con- 
sent of Mr. Hammond to serve, for 
the latter retired from active busi- 
ness some years ago and has been 
devoting himself recently to pre- 
paiing his memoirs. Interesting 
memoirs they will be, too, for Mr. 
Hammond has ^lived a lughlyi-col- 
ored lire. 


The inside stoiy of Mr. Ham* 


mond's experiences, in South Africa 
alone would be worth several vol- 
umes for the unfolding of this 
thrilling narrative. The story would 
tell, among other things of his be- 
ing about two days removed from 
the trap door of a perfectly good 
scaffold made to his measure for 
his part in the famous Jamieson 
raid. Mr. Hammond, long the as- 
bOi.ia.te 
of Cecil Rhodes, knew 


Rhodes as few men ever did. He 
also knew the Rand from the be- 
ginning to the ending. 


Mr. Hammond often has remark- 


ed that during those days in prison 
in South Africa he felt very much 
lil:e the clarlrcy vho 7 as told the 
only hope for his escape from the 
gallows was to appeal to the gover- 
nor of the State and all the darkey 
cnuld think to say v.'as: 


"Dear Governor. Dey tells me i 


got to hang of a Friday, and here 
'Us Tuesday already." 


Fortunately for the world, Mr. 


Hammond didn't hangr. He paid a 
1100,000 fine instead, and con- 
sidered he made quite a bargain of 
it, for not so many years later he 
•was consulting engineer for 
the 


Guggenheims at a salary reputed 
to be $500,000 a year. 


Since his retirement from active 


engineering Mr. Hammond has dab- 
bled a bit in politics, being for a 
time the head of the Young Men's 
Republican Clubs. He was particu- 
lary an intimate of President Taft's 
and made a number of trips with 
Mr. Taft while the latter was in the 
White House.

fact that gains or profits are in 
case permitted to accumulate be- 
yond reasonable needs of the busi- 
ness -shall be prima facie evidence 
of a purpose to escape the surtax."

COMMISSIONER IS JUDGE. 
That provision in the law is in- 


terpreted here as meaning that all 
corporations with large earnings 
'shall, if they so desire, submit their

for his pro-British leanings, which, 
on two occasions, resulted in offi- 
cial reprirrand. His first repri- 
mand came under the Taft admm- 
istiation, \vhen, in the course of a 
speech at Portsmouth. England, he 
declared that this country won'd 
"shed every drop of its blood" in 
defense of Great Britain.

speech last year at a dinner of 
the Pilgrims' society at Guildhall, 
London. On this occasion Secre- 
tary o£ the Navy Denby Issuud a 
public reprimand, which was read

was all the more serious because 
it had been repeated. 


Admiral Sims attracted nation- 


wide publicity in connection with 
the medal controversy during the 
war.

foreign ports on or before Oct, 14 "

permit ships leaving foreign ports 
by October 21 to complete their 
round trip to America, even with 
liquor aboard. American ships leav- 
ing1 American ports before October 
21 will-be permitted to carry stores 
WILJI uierii. xius appaet, 10 puv«tie- 
ly operated ships, however,- as the 
shipping board vessels have already 
put the order into effect.

In September, 1922, the Depart- 


ment of Commerce licensed WB55,

N. J, and Cleveland, Ohio, which 
are still active today. During the 
next ,two months, October and No- 
vember, the Detroit News, WWJ, 
and the "Westinghouse station at 
East Pittsburgh. KDKA, were li- 
censed, and then in December "the 
fun began"—23 stations were li- 
censed, and although January saw 
the addition of only eight, in Feb- 
ruary there were 24 new licenses 
'issued; 77 in March; 16 in April: 
and in May the peak of the radio 
curve was reached with 97.

licenses issued has fallen off slowly 
each month as follows: June, 72; 
July, 76; Atis'ift, 50, until in Sep- 
tember there -were but thirty-nine 
stations granted licenses.

Laramie, Wyo., every state in the 
Union has one or more broadcast- 
ing stations. As has Leen the case 
since the Industry got * fair start, 
California still leads, having today 
66 stations; Ohio follows -with 35, 
and New York is third, having 30. 
There were ele-ven licenses issued 
during the past •week. 


Of the 558 broadcasting station 


licensed, twenty-three only have 
fallen by the wayside, eo to apeak, 
and some of those were deleted 
from -the department's active list 
because of tho ' amalgamation! of 
two stations in the'cam* district or 


the transfer of a station, }n which 
cases the service did not stop. 


The interest in radio has also 


been demonstrated by the appli- 
cations for amateur transmitting 
stations, of which there were 16,- 
467 on September 1, 1922. 
On 


June 30, 1921, there were but 10,- 
809 amateurs authorized to send 
radio communications, but since 
that time, 15 months ago, 5,658 
more have been added to the ranks 
using 200 motors.

Hs was a justice 
of" the peace and had the power to 
marry others. So he married him- 
aelf.When word reached the gold 
boom town of Oatman that Mc- 
Gurrin had married himself Judge 
Zadock Sheffield immediately be- 
gan an inquiry as to the legality

Mackey accompanied Judge Shef- 
field en auto to Hardyville. They 
found McGurrin calmly smoking

""What's this I hear about you 
marrying yourself?" sternly asked 
Judge Sheffield.

Sheriff Mackey, who had come 


prepared td arrest McGurrin for 
disorderly conduct, held a hurried 
conversation with Judge Sheffield 
.at the end of which McGurrin was 
asked if he was willing to have the 
! ceremony performed over again 


with Judge Sheffield as the officiat- 
ing magistrate and Sheriff Mackey 
and a reporter as witness. 
"Sure," agreed McGurrin. "Jua- 


nita, come out here and get mar.. 
ried again like a good girl." 


A. second ceremony was duly 


performed. 


McGurrin has lived in Hardy=« 


vllle at the end of the Silver Creek 
placer gulch since 1864. Nearly 
sixty years ago he was a soldier at 
Fort Mojave. Like the rest of tha 
army men at the fort he engaged in 
placer mining :n the Oatman gold 
district. Later, when hot fighting1 
Indians, he worked in the old Hardy 
and Moss mines which were opened^ 
up near Fort Mojave early in the' 
sixties. 
McGurrin has been married five 
times before and now boasts that 
he has two great-great grand- 
children and seven. great-grand* 
children, most of them^living m 
Southern California. 
. "The West in tire early days was 
ao place for a woman," declares 
McGurrin. "But they came with us 
old buzzards just the same and 
ri..nl. ^,. ,,„ Aofl Mess th'em. They 
just wore themselves out one aicer 
another. American women of thesa 
days don't stick by their daddies 
like the women did fifty years ago. 
And they don't raise families lika 
their grandmothers. All they think 
nf is clothes and a good time. But 
then I guess men have changed, 
too. In the old days" men treated 
good women as if they wus angels. 
And I guess vhey wuz, too. I've got 
five angels in Heaven now praym* 
for me." 
"Why have you married a sixth - 
time?" McGurrin was asked. 


The aged warrier took a plug 
^ 


tobacco from his hip pocket and 
spat at a pet chuckawalla he keeps 
around the yard as a protection 
against haulapai tigers. The latter 
beetle hides in one's bed out here 
and bites with a venom second 
only in deadlines^ to a rattler's. 


"The 
Bible," said 
McGurrin, 
"points,out that it is not good fcr 
xnan to be alone. I guess the white 
girls of today would think I wuz 
crazy if I asked them to narry me. 
But didn't the peter-arks of th» 
Bible marry when they wuz three- 
score and ten? And I ain't so sure> 
but what. Methusalum didn't "o 
gallivantm* around some, too, back 
in Sodom and Gommorer and them 
other forrin spots. 
"I married an Indian gal becausa 
I wanted to be sure I'd get a real 
American wife. All my other wives 
wuz American gals. Now'days tha 
country's flllm up with forrinera 
from all parts. I don't like to say 
nothin' 
agin the 
Government— 
they're doin' their best I guess- 
but this country had better put up 
the cattle gate and keep some of 
the no-counts out or we'll have a 
reg'ler Tower of Babel here soon. 


"Children? Well now young fel- 


ler you come 'round here about 
ten years from now and me and 
Juanita'll give you our views on 
how kids should be raised. I be- 
lieve in brin^In' 'em up with a club. 
Juanita here ain't had no expe- 
rience raisin' kids—but ehe put a 
couple of little brothers through 
Indian school anyway.

FRuth McBrifle, '24, prominent in 
[campus social and intellectual cir- 
jcles, ind the author of tyi'dely cru- 
•icised articles attacking religious 
peliefs, was considered by a large 
[following to be the real progenitor. 
.even in the face of her most em- 
phatic denial. 
Emerson and Kidder may, how- 
ever, have had some part in the 
[arrangement of the essay. 
"I am 
[not personally acquainted with 
'Chanslor." said Kidder last week,

Thomas Harris. Jr., prominent

long term as president, and fos- 
tered by the present executive, Da- 
vid Prescott Barrows, and the 
honor system, by which students 
are placed on their honor not to 
cheat in examinations.

tnittee, a jury composed entirely 
"of fourth year men and appointed 
to their position by tho student 
president of the Associated Stu- 
dents of the University of Califor- 
nia. 


The system has long been a' 


model for other colleges, an'd in- 
terested Institutions have con- 
ducted long and rigorous investiga- 
tions of this plan in actual opera- 
tion. 
The findings have alwaya 


been entirely satisfactory and grat- 
ifying to both the invesigators and 
..the investigated. 
In the face of 


carefully propounded evidence it 
would seem that "Fitzroy's" sensa- 
tional 
charges are 
overdrawn. 


However, he-says: 


"Student government 
at the 


University of California is con- 
trolled by as handful of campus 
pushers. The great majority care 
no more about It than they do 
about the government of Saxe-Co- 
burg-Gotha. Few students Tote at 
the elections because few of them 
care a cuss -which of a half-dozen 
candidates gets the job. 


"Another cherished 
California 


institution,-one that ranks side by 
side -with student self-government 
and is even more ridiculous is the 
honor system, surely a droll appel- 
lation fo?"the elaborate scheme of 
spying and tattling which has as 
its high aim the prevention of - 
cheating at examinations 
The 


put upon his honor; ha is simply 
threatened "with dire punishment if 
he is caught and given away by| 
one of his fellow students. 
"Sentimental seniors, who, hav- 
ing repented of their earlier sins, 
are appointed- to the student af- 
fairs committee, make extremely 
'long and dull harangues, filled 
with hoary and 
oft-enunciated 
platitudes by Dr. Frank Crane, in- 
tormtng the new student that he is 
'on his honor' and then adding that 
it is his duty to make sure- that 
hig neighbor is as'honest as him- 
self, -and threatening him with loss 
of credit, disgrace or expulsion, not 
oaly if he is caught "cheating him- 
self, but also if he sees cheating 
going on and does not gallantly 
report it. Personally, I have little 
desire to cheat in examinations, 
perchance for the reason that r 
care very little whether I pass or 
not, but I do strenuously object to 
being forced to play the policeman, 
the secret service man, the prohi- 
bition agent to my fellow sufterers.- 
And yet the campus comic paper, 
'The Pelican,' hotly defends this 
Imbecility " 
What action -will be taken by 
university authorities has not yet 
been, decided, -although such a "* 
bold, unfounded attack upon the 
very pulse of th« great college is 
the most serious offense that can- 
b"e attempted. 
"Fitzroy," used as _a nom de 


plume, indicates that tfle author ig- 
a follower-of F, Scott Fitzgerald, 
•whose attack on Princeton campus 
life in his book, "This Side of Par- 
adise," caused widespread com- 
ment. Even the football team 
does~not escape the heated pen. 
"There is nothing particularly 
distinctive about the annual big 
game between Stanford and Cali- 
fornia. It is very much like the 
big game' between any other rival 
universities. It is usually a very 
bad exhibition of football.-" 
In closing, Chanslor remarks: 
"It seems to me that the best 
tbjng that I srot out of my .four 
college years was the realization 
that I had no education at all!" 
This, then, is the admission of 
the young man who attempts to 
dissect one of the world's most in- 
tricate organizations, yet if may be 
that he got more from his college 
than he will admit. For earlier he 
elates:

As- a strip of timber rides^ up to 


the string of saws the "trimmer- 
man" tells at a glance what saws 
to bring into action so as to get tha 
most clear (no knots) lumber out 
of it. 


Knots are often caught by tha 


saws and hurled in his direction.

THE RISE OF RUSSIA 


THE STORY OF THE MYSTERIOUS MOSCOVITE EMPIRE 


WHICH SUDDENLY BURST UPON THE GRAND POLITICAL 
STAGE OF EUROPE 


In the year 1492, as you know, Columbus discovered America. 


Early in the year, a Tyrolese by the name of Schnups, traveling as 
the head of a scientific expedition for the Archbishop "of Tyrol, and 
provided with the be^t letters of introduction and excellent credit, 
tried to reach, the mythical town of Moscow. He^did not succeed. 
When he reached ihe frontiers of this vast iloscovite state which, was 
vaguely supposed to exist in the extreme Eastern pait of Europe, he 
was firmly turned back. No foreigners were wanted. And Schnups 
went to vi<4t the heathen Turk in Constantinople, in order that he 
might have something to icport to his clerical master when he came 
back from his explorations 


Sixty one years later, Richard Chancellor, trying to discover the 


North eastern passage to the Indies, and blown by an ill wind into 
the White Sea, reached the mouth of the Dwina and found the Mos- 
coyite village of Kholmogory, a few hours from the spot where in 
1384 the town of Archangel was founded. This time the foreign 
visitois \\eie requested to come to Moscow and show themselves to 
the Grand Duke. They went and returned to England with the first 
commercial treaty ever concluded between Russia and the western 
world. Other nations soon followed and something became known of 
this mysterious land. 
' 


Geographically, Russia is a vast plain. The Ural mountains are 


low and form no bariier against invaders. The rivers are broad but 
often shallow. It was an ideal territory for nomads. 


While the Roman Empire *was founded, grew in power and dis- 


appeared again, Slavic tribes, who had long since left their homes in 
Central Asia, wandered aimlessly through the forests and plains of 
uiu itfeiv^ Lcl~"T +lin T>TTjp<!tpr nnd Dnieper rivers. The Greeks had 
sometimes met these Slavs and a few travelers of the third ano^iouiuu 
centuries mention them. Otherwise they were as little known as were 
the Nevada Indians in the-3ear 1800. 


Unfortunately for ihe peace of these primitive peoples, a very 


convenient trade route ran through their country. This was the 
main road from northern Europe to Constantinople. It followed 
the coast of the Baltic until the Neva was reached. Then it crossed 
Lake Ladoga and went southward along the Volkhov river. Then 
through Lake Ilmen and up the small Lovat river. Then there was a 
short jportage until the Dnieper was reached. Then down the Dnieper 
into the Black Sea. 


The Norsemen knew of this road at a very early date. In the 


ninth century they began to settle in northern Russia, just as other 
Norsemen were laying the foundation for independent states in Ger- 
many and Trance. But in the year 862, three Norsemen, brothers, 
crossed the Baltic and founded three small dynasties. Of the three 
brother*:, only one, Rurik, lived for a number of years. He took pos- 
session of the territory of his brothers, and twenty years after the 
arrival of this first Norseman, a Slavic state had been established with 
Kiev as its capital. 


Prom Kiev to the Black Sea is a short distance. Soon the exist- 


ence of an organized Slavic State became known in Constantinople, 
This meant a new field for the zealous missionaries of the Christian 
faith. Byzantine monks followed the Dneiper od their way northward 
aud feoon icachod the heart of Russia, They found the people worship- 
ping strange gods who were supposed to dwell in woods and livers 
and in mountain caves. They taught them the story of Jesus. There 
was no competition from the side of Roman missionaries. 
These 


good men were too bu&y educating the heathen Teutons to bother 
about the distant Slavs. Hence Russia received its religion and its 
alphabet and its first ideas of art and architecture from the Byzantine 
monks and as the Byzantine empire (a relic of the eastern Roman 
empire) had become very oriental and had lost many of its European 
traits, the Russians suffered in consequence. 
x 


Politically speaking these new states of the great Russian plains 


did not fare well. It was the Norse habit to divide every inheritance 
equally among all the sons. No sooner had a small state been founded 
but it was broken up among eight or nine heirs who in turn left their 
territory to an ever increasing number of descendants. It was inevit- 
able that these small competing states should quarrel among them- 
•tulle*. Anarchy va" the order of the day. And when the red glow 
,Jof the eastern horizon told the people of the threatened invasion of & 
-savage Asiatic tribe, the little states were too weak and too divided 
t« reiider any sort of defense against this terrible eneinjiJ

THE ORIGIN OP RUSSIA 


It was in the year 1224 that the first great Tartar invasion took 


place and that the hordes of Jenghiz Khan, the conqueror of China, 
Bokhara, Tashkent and Turkestan made their first appearance in the 
west. The Slavic armies were beaten near the Kal£a river and Russia 
was at the mercy of the Mongolians. Just as suddenly as they had 
come they disappeared. Thirteen years later, in 123Y, however, they 
returned. In less than five years they conquered every part of the 
vast Russian plains. 
Until the year "1380 when Dmitry Donskoi, 


Grand Duke of Moscow, beat them on the plains of Kulikovo, the 
Tartars were the masters of the Russian people. 


All in all, it took the Russians two centuries to deliver themselves 


from this yoke. For a yoke it was and a most offensive and objection- 
able one. It turned the Slavic peasants into miserable slaves 
Ko 


Russian could hope to survive unless he was willing to creep before a 
dirty little yellow man who sat in a tent somewhere in the heart of 
the steppes'of southern Russia and spat at him. It deprived the ma^s 
of the peopje of all feeling of honor and independence. It made - 
hunger and misery and maltreatment and personal abuse the normal 
state cf human existence. Until at last the average Russian, were he 
peasant\ or nobleman, went about* his business like a neglected dog 
who has been beaten so often that his spiiit has been broken and he 
dare not wag his tail without permission. 


There was no escape. The horsemen of the Tartar Khan were 


•fast and merciless. The endless prairie did not give a man a chance to 
cross into the safe territory of his neighbor. He must keep quiet and 
bear what bis yellow master decided TO inflict upon him or run the 
risk of death. Of course, Europe might have interfered. But Europe 
was engaged upon business of its own, fighting the quarrels between 
the Pope and the emperor or suppressing this or that or the other 
heresy. And so Europe left the Slav to his~ fate, and forced him to 
work out his own salvation.

[(when it was sale to do so), had, during the middle of the fourteenth 
century made itself the leader of a new national life. It must be 
reinembeied that the Tartars were wholly deficient in constructive 
political ability. They could only destroy. Their chief aim in con- 
quering new territories Avas to obtain revenue. To~get this revenue in 
the form of taxes, it was necessary to allow certain remnants of the 
old political organization to continue. Hence there were many little 
tox\ns, surviving by the grace of th<* Great Khan, that they might act 
as taxgatheters and rob their neighbors for the benefit of the Tartar 
treasury. 


The state of Moscow, growing fat at the expense of the surround 


ing teriitoiy, finally became strong enough to risk open rebellion 
ngamst its masters, the Taitars. It was successful and its fame a" 
the leader in the cause of Eussian independence made Moscow the 
natural center for all those who still believed in a better future for 
the Slavic race. In the year 1453, Constantinople was taken by the 
Tuiks. Ten years later, under ibe rule of Tvan ITT, Moscow informed 
the -\\esiern world that the Slavic state laid claim to the worldly and 
spiritual inheiitance of the lost Byzantine Empire, and such traditions 
of the Roman empire as had survived in Constantinople.- A generation 
jiftei wards, under Ivan the Terrible, the grand dukes of Moscow were 
strong enough to adopt the title of Caesar, or Tsar, and to demand 
recognition by the western powers of Europe. 


In the year 1598, with Feodor the First, the old Muscovite dynasty, 


descendants of the original Norseman Rurik, came to an end. For the 
next «even years, a Tartar half breed, by the name of Boris Godunow, 
reigned as Tsar. It was durng this period that the future destiny of 
the large masses of the Russian people was decided. This empire was 
rich in land but very poor in money 
There was no trade and there 


•were no factoues. Its few cities were dirty villages. It was composed 
of a strong central government and a vast number of illiterate peas- 
ants. This government, a mixture of -Slavic, Norse, Byzantine and 
Tartar influences recognized nothing beyond the interest of the state. 
To defend this slate, it aeccled an army. To gather the taxes, -which 
were necessary to pay the soldiers, it needed mil servants. To pay 
these many officials it needed land. In the vast wilderness on the 
east and west theie was sufficient supply of this commodity. But land 
without a few laborers to till the fields and tend the catte, has 
no value. Therefore the old nomadic peasants were robbed of one 
privilege after the other, until finally, during the first year of the 
sixteenth century, they weie formally made a part of the soil upon 


•ft hick they lived. The Russian peasants ceased to be free men. They 
became serfs or slaves and they remained serfs until tbe year 1861, 
when their fate had become so teriible they were beginning to die out. 


In the seventeenth century, this new stats with its growing territory 


which was spreading quickly into Siberia, had become a foict with 
which the rest of Europe was obliged to reckon. In 1613, after the 
death of Boris Godunow, the Russian nobles had elected one or tuesr 
own number to be Tsar. He was Michael, the son of Feodor, of the 
Moscow family of Romanow who Ined in a little hoiise just outside 
the Kremlin. 


In the year 1672 his great grandson, Peter, the son of another Feo- 


dor, was bom. When the child vras ten years old, his step-sister Sophia 
took possession of the Russian throne. The little boy was allowed to 
spend his days in the subuibs of the national capital, where the for- 
eigners lived. Suriounded by Scotch barkeepers, Dutch<tradeis, Siviss 
apothecaries, Italian barbers, French dancing teachers and German 
school masters, the young prince obtained a first but rather extraord 
in.iry impressicn ot that far away and mysterious Europe where things 
•\\ere done differently. 


When he was seventeen years old, he suddenly pushed Sister Sophia 


from the throne. Peter himself became the ruier of Russia. He was 
not contented with being the Tsar of a &emi barbarous and half Asiatic 
people. He must be the sovereign head of a civilized nation. To change 
Russia overnight from a Bjzantine Taitar state into an European 
empue was no small undertaking. -It needed strong hands and a 
capab'e head. Peter possessed both. 
In the year 1698, the great 


operaiton of grafting modern Europe upon ancient Russia was per 
formed. The patient did not die. But he never got over the shock, as 
the events of the last five years ha\e shown plainly.

In the year 1698, Tsar Peter 


set forth upon his first voyage to 
western Europe. He traveled by 
way of Berlin and went to Hol- 
land and to England. As a child 
he had almost been drowned sail- 
ing a home made boat in the duck 
pond of his father's country home. 
This passion for water remained 
with him to the end of his life. In 
a practical i\ny it showed itself in 
his nish to give his Jand-iocked 
domains access to the open sea.

all his icforms. A sudden rebellion among his hfeguaids. the Streltsi 
regiment, forced Peter to hasten home by the fast mart. He appointed 
himself executioner in chief and the Stieltsi were hanged and quar- 
+Tori orifl VJ1W1 to thp last man. Sister Sophia, who had been the 
head of the rebellion, was locked up in a cloister and the rule of Peter 
began in earnest. This scene was repeated in the year 1716 when Peter 
had gone on his second western trip. That time the reactionaries fol- 
lowed the leadership of Peter's half witted'son, Alexis. Again the 
Tsar returned in great haste. Alexis -« as beaten to death in bis prison 
cell and the friends of the old fashioned Byzantine ways marched 
thousands of dreary miles to their final destination in the Siberian 
lead mines. After that, no further outbreaks of popular discontent" 
took place. Until the time of his death, Peter could reform in peace. 


It is not easy to give you a list- of his icforms Jji chronological 


order. The Tsar worked with furious haste. He followed no system. 
He issued his decrees with such rapidity that it is difficult to keep 
count. Peter seemed to feel that everything that had ever happened 
before v>as entirely wrong. The whole of Russia therefore must be 
changed within the shortest possible time. When he died he, left 
behind a well-trained army of 200,000 men and a navy of fifty ships. 
The old system of government had been abolished over night. The 
Duma, or convention of Nobles, had been dismissed and_in its stead, the 
Tsar had surrounded himself with an advisory board of state officials 
called the Senate. 


Russia was divided into eight large "governments" or provinces. 


Roads were constructed. 
Towns were built. Industries were created 


wherever it pleased the Tsar, without any regard for the presence of 
raw material, Canals were dug and mines were opened in the moun- 
tains of the east. In this land of illiterates, schools were founded and 
establishments of higher learning, together with Universities and hos- 
pitals and professional schools. Dutch naval engineers and trades- 
men and artisans from all over the world were encouraged to move to 
Russia. Printing shops were established, but all books must be first 
read by the imperial censors. The duties of each class of society were 
carefully written down in a new. law and the entire system of civil 
and criminal laws was gathered into a series of printed volumes. The 
old Russian costumes were abolished by Imperial decree, and^ police- 
men, armed with scissors, watching all the country road's, changed the 
long-haired Russian moujiks, suddenly into a pleasing imitation of 
smooth-shaven west-Europeans. 


In religious matters, the Tsar tolerated no division of power. There 


must be no chance of a rivalry between an Emperor and a Pope as had 
happened in Europe. In the year 1721, Peter made himself head of the 
Russian Church. The Patriarchate of Moscow was abolished "and the 
Holy Synod made its appeaiance as tbe lnghes+ source oraulbority in 
all matters of the Established Church.

Since,-however, these many reforms could not be successful while 


the old "Russian elements had a rallying point in the town of. Moscow, 
Peter decictei to move-his government ;to a new capital^ Amidst the 
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unhealthy marshes of the Baltic Sea the Tsar built this new city. He 
began to reclaim the land in the year 1703. Forty thousand peasant 
worked for years to lay the foundations of this Imperial city. The 
Swedes attacked Peter and tried to destroy his town and illness and 
misery killed tens of thousands of the peasants. But the work w.as 
continued, winter and summer, and the ready-made town soon began to 
grow. In the year 1712, it was officially declared to be the "Imperial 
Eesidence." A dozen years later it had 75,000 inhabitants. Twice a 
year the whole city was flooded by the Neva. But the terrific will- 
power of the Tsar created dykes and canals and the floods ceased 
to do harm; When Peter died in 1725 he was the owner of the largest 
city in northern Europe. 
' •, 


Of course this sudden growth of so dangerous a rival had been a 


source of great worry to all the neighbors. From his side Peter had 
watched with interest the many adventures of his Baltic rival, the 
"kingdom of'Sweden. In the year /654, Chrisjina, the only daughter 
of Gusta^us Adolphus, the hero of the Thirty, Years War, had De- 
nounced the throne and had gone to Borne to end-her days as a devout 
Catholic. A Protestant nephew of Gustavus Adolphus had succeeded 
the last Queen of the House of Vasa. Under Charles X and Charles 
XI, the new dynasty had brought Sweden to its-highest point of devel- 
opment. But in 1G97, Charles XI died suddenlv and was succeeded by 
a boy of fifteen, Charles XII.

This was the moment for which many of the northern states had 


*"" 
*" 
waited. During the great religious wars of the seventeenth century, 
Sweden had grown at the expense of her neighbors. 
The tiiae had 


come, so the owners thought, to balance the account. At once war broke 
out between Eussia, Poland, Denmark and Saxony on the one side, 
and Sweden on the other. The raw and untrained armies of Peter 
were disastrously beaten by Charles in the famous battle of Narva in 
November of the year 1700. Then Charles, one of the most interesting 
military geniuses of that_century, turned against his other enemies 
and for nine years he hacked and burned his way through the villages 
and cities of Poland, Saxony, Denmark and the Baltic provinces, 
-while Peter drilled and trained his soldiers,in distant Russia. 


As a result, in the year H09, in the battle of Poltawa, the Moseo- 


vites destroyed the exhausted armies of Sweden. Charles continued 
to be a highly picturesque figure, a wonderful hero of romance, but in 
his vain attempt to have his revenge, he ruined his own country. In 
the year 1718, he was accidentally killed,or assassinated (we do not 
know "which) and when peace was made in 1721, in the town of 
Nystadt, Sweden had lost all of her former Baltic possessions except 
Finland. The new Eussian state, created by Peter, had become the 
leading power of northern Europe. But already a new rival was on 
-Hip wav. The Prussian state was taking shape. - 


THE RISE OF PRUSSIA

The history of Prussia is the history of a fiontier district. In the 


ninth century, Charlemagne had transferred the old center of civiliza- 
tion from the Mediterranean to the wild regions of northwestern 
Europe. His Frankisli soldiers had pushed the -frontier of Europe fur- 
ther towards the east. They had conquered many lauds from the 
heathenish Slavs and Lithuanians who were living in the plain between 
the Baltic Sea and the Carpathian Mountains, and the Franks admin- 
isfctered those outlying districts just as the United States used to admin- 
ister her territories before they achieved the dignity of statehood. 


The frontier state of Brandenburg had been originally founded by 


Charlemagne to defend his eastern possessions against raids of the 
wild Saxon tribes. The Wends, a Slavic tribe which inhabited that 
region, were subjugated during the tenth centuiy and their market- 
place, by the name of Brennabor, became the center of and gave its 
name to the new province of Bra*ndenburg. 


During the eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth and fourteenth centuries, 


a succession of noble families exercised the functions of imperial gov- 
ernor in this frontier stare. Finally in tLe fifteenth century, the House 
of HobenzoJIern made its appearance", and as Electors of Brandenburg, 
commenced to change a sandy and forlorn frontier territory into one' 
of the most efficient empires of the modern world. 


These Hohenzollerns, who have just been removed from the histori- 


cal stage by the combined forces of Europe and^America, came origin- 
ally from southern Germany. They were of very humble origin. In 
the twelfth century a certain Frederick of Hohenzollern had made a 
lucky marriage and had been appointed keeper of the castle, of Nurem- 
burg. His descendants- had used every chance and every opportunity 
to improve their power and after several centuries of watchful grab- 
bing, they had. been appointed to the dignity of Elector, the •name- 
given to those sovereign princes-who were supposed to elect the Em- 
perors of the old German Empire. During the Reformation, they had 
taken the side of the Protestants and the early seventeenth century 
found them among the most powerful of the north German princes. 


During the Thirty Years War, both Protestants and Catholic? had 


plundered Brandenburg and Prussia with equal zeal. 
But under 


Erederick William,' thfe Great Elector, the.damage was^qnickly repaired 
and by,a wise

forces of the country, a state was founded in which there was practi- 
cally no waste. 


Modern Prussia, a state in which the individual aud his wishes 


and aspirations have been entirely absorbed by the interests of (he 
community as a whole—this Prussia dates back to the father of Fred- 
erick the Great. Frederick. William I was a hard working, pai&imoni- 
ous Prussian sergeant, with a great love for bar-room stories and 
strong Dutch tobacco, an intense dislike of all frills and feathers, 
(especially if they were of French origin,) and possessed of but one 
idea. That idea was Duty. Severe with himself, he toleiated no weak- 
ness in iis subjects, whether they be generals or common soldiers. The 
relation between himself and his son Frederick was never cordial, to 
say the least. The boorish manners of the father offended the finer 
spirit of the son. The son's love for French manners, literatuie, philos- 
ophy and music was rejected by the father a* a manifestation of sissy- 
ness. They followed a terrible outbreak between these two strange 
temperaments. Frederick tried to escape to England. lie was caught 
and court-martialed and forced to witness the decapitation of his best 
friend who had tried to help him. Thereupon as part of his punish- 
,ment, the young prince was sent to a little fortress somewhere in the 
provinces to be taught the details of his future business of being a 
king. It proved a blessing in disguise. When Frederick came to the 
throne in 1740, he knew how his country was managed from the birth 
certificate of a pauper's son to the minutest detail of a complicated 
annual Budget. 


As an author, especially in his book^called the "Anti-Macehiavelli." 


Frederick had expressed his contempt for the political creed of the 
ancient Florentine historian, who had adused his princely pupils to 
lie and cheat whenever it was necessary to do so for the benefit of their 
country. The ideal ruler in Frederick's volume was the first «ewfmt 
of his people, the enlightened despot after the example of Louis XIV. 
In practice, However, m-uueuuk, wmie vwiklug J\n ul» j^w^u l,,^/ 
hours a day, tolerated no one to be near him as a counselor. His min- 
isters were superior clerks. Prussia was his private possession, to be 
treated according to his own wishes. And nothing was allowed to 
interfere with the interest of the state. 


In the year 1740 the Emperor Charles VI, of Auptria, died.-- He 


had tried to make the position of his only daughter, Maria Theresa, 
secure through a solemn treaty, written black on white, upon a large 
piece otparchinent. But no sooner had the old emperor be^n deposited 
in the ancestral crypt of the Habsburg family, than the armies of 
Frederick were marching towaids the Austrian frontier to occupy that 
part of Silesia for which (together %-ith almost eyerj thing ei<-e in cen- 
tral Europe) Pru.ssia clamored, on account of some ancient and very 
doubtful rights of claim. In a number of wais, Frederick conquered 
all of Silesia, and although he was often ^erj near defeat, lie main- 
tained himself in his newly acquired territories against all Austrian 
counter-attacks. 


Europe took due notice of this sudden appearance of a very power- 


ful new state. In the eighteenth century, the Germans were a people 
who had been ruined by the great religious wars and who were not 
held in high esteem by any one. Fredeiick, by an effort as sudden and 
quite as terrific as that of_ Peter of Russia, changed this attitude of 
contempt into one of fear. The internal affairs of Prussia were ar- 
ranged so skillfully that the subjects had less reason for complaint . 
than elsewhere. The treasury showed an annual surplus instead of a 
deficit. Torture v,as abolished. The judiciary system \>as Miipn-ved. 
Good roads and good schools and good universities, together with a 
scrupulously honest administration, made the people feel that what- 
ever services were demanded of them, they (to speak the vernacular)' 
got their money's worth. 


After having been for several centuries tlie battle fifld of the 


French and the Austrians and the Swedes and the Danes and the Poles, 
Germany, encouraged by the example of Prussia, began to regain self- 
confidence. And this was the work of the little old man, with his 
hook-nose and his old uniforms covered with snuff, who said very funny 
but very unpleasant things about his neighbors, and wbo played the 
scandalous game of eighteenth century diplomacy without any regard 
for the truth, provided he could gain something by his lie5;. This is 
spite of Tiis book, "A»ti MaVchiavelJi." In the year 1786 the end came. 
His friends were all gone. Children he had never had. He died alone, 
tended by a single seivant and bis faithful dogs, whom he loved better 
than human beings because, as he said, they were never ungr«tefui 
remained trn<f to thier friends.. ,

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THE MERCANTILE SYSTEM 


HOW THE NEWLY FOUNDED NATIONAL OR DYN \STIC 


STATES OF EUROPE TRIED TO MAKE THEMSELVES RICH 


WHAT WAS MEANT BY THE MERCANTILE SYSTEM 


We have seen how, during the sixteenth and the seventeenth cen- 


turies, the states of our modern world began to take shape. Their 
'origins were different in almost eve*y case. Some had been the result 
of the deliberate effort of a single king. Others had happened by 
chance. Still others had been the -result of favorable natural 'geo- 
graphic boundaries. But once they had been founded, they had all of 
fcem tried to strengthen their internal administraiten and to exert the 
greatest possible 'influence upon foreign affairs. All this of course had 
cost a great deal of money. The mediaeval state with-its lack of cen- 
itralized power did not depend upon a rich treasury. The king got his 
'a-evenues from the crown domains and his civil service paid for itself. 


aThe modern centralized state was a more complicated affair. The old 
-knights disappeared and hired government officials or bureaucrats took 
their place. Army, navy, and internal administration demanded mil- 
lions. The question then became—where was this money to be found? 


Gold and silver had been a rare .commodity in the middle ages. The 


average man, as I have told you, never saw a gold piece as long'as he 
lived. Only the inhabitants of the large cities were familiar with silver 
coin. The discovery of America and the exploitation of the Peruvian 
mines changed all this. The center of trade was transferred from the 
Mediterranean to the Atlantic seaboard. The old "commercial cities" 
of Italy lost their financial importance^ New "commercial nations'' 
took their place and gold und silver were no longer a curiosity. 
s 


Through Spain and Portugal and Holland and England, precious 


metals began to find their way to Europe. ^.The sixteenth century had 
its OWE writers oa the subject of political economy aud they e\olved 
a theory of national wealth which seemed to them entirely sound and 
of the greatest possible benefit to their respective countries. They 
reasoned that both gold and silver were actual wealth. Therefore they 
Ixjliered that the country with the largest supply of actual cas>h in the 
vaults of its treasury and its banks was at the same time the richest 
country. And since money meant armies, it followed that the richest 
country was also the most powerful and could rule the rest of the 
iwoild. 


We call this system the "mercantile system," and it was accepted 


^vilh the same unquestioning faith with which the early Christians 
l>elicvo<3 in Miracles and many of the present-day American business 
men belief in the Tariff. In practice, the Mercantile system worked out 
'as follows: To get the largest surplus of precious metals a country 
must have a lavorable oaiauee 01 c^pon. u«uv,. 11 .*«- ecu: c^"-"*- >»"•"-•» 
(to your neighbor than he exports to your,own country, he will owe 
^o'u money and will be obliged to send you some of his gold. Hence 
'you gain jind he loses. As a result of this creed, the economic program 
'of almost every seventeenth century state was as follows: 


1. Try to get possession of as many precious metals as you can. 
2. Encourage foreign trade in preference to domestic trade. 
3. Encourage those industries which change raw materials into 


», exportable finished products. 
* 


4. Encourage a large population, for you will need workmen for 


your factories and an agricultural community does not raise 
enough workmen. 


6. Let the State watch this process and interfere whenever it in 


necessary to do so. 


Instead of regarding International Trade as something akin to a 


force of nature which would always obey certain natural laws regard- 
less of man's interference, the 
.people of the sixteenth and seven- 
ijteenth centuries tried to regulate 
their commerce by the tolp of e? 
Ucial decrees on the' part of the 
government.

It W.TS invariably directed against 
t'ue il^h iival Republic of ITol-- 
laud. For the Dutch shippers, as 
the common-carriers of the mer- 
chandise of Europe, had certain 
' leanings towards free-trade and t 
bad1 to, be destroyed at all cost1;-'"" 


HOW EUROPE COMPERED THE \\OETD 


. It will be easily understood how much a system must affect the 
colonies. 1 colony under the Mercantile System became merely a 
reservoir of gold and silver and spices, which was to-be tapped for the 
benefit of the home country. The Asiatic, American and African sup- 
ply of precious metals and the rnw materials of these tropical countries 
became a znonopolypf the state which happened to own that particular 
colony. No outsider was eve? allowed within the precincts and no 
native was permitted to trade with a foreign merchant 


Undoubtedly the Mercantile System encouraged the development of 


vrmnrr industries in certain countries where there never had been any 
manufacturing before. 


On the other hand, it caused very great misery. It made the natives 


In the colonies the victims of a most shameless exploitation. 
It ex- 


posed the citizens of the home country to an e\cn more terrible fate. 
It helped in a great measure to turn every laud into an armed camp 
and divided the world into little bits of territory, each working for its 
own direct benefit, while striving at all'times to destroy the power'of 
its neighbors and get hold of their treasures. It laid so much stress 
upon the importance of owning wealth that "being rich" camejto be 
regarded as the sole virtue of the average citizen. Economic systems 
come and go like the fashions in surgery and in the clothes of women, 
and during the nineteenth century"the Mercantile System was dis- 
carded in favor of a system of free and open competition. At least, so 
I have been told.

wax coating and fastened to the

Most moun- 
tain summits of California give 
lonely vistas of endless miles of 
tumbled peaks and ranges, with 
only hazy glimpses of blue valleys 
in the far distance- Not so with 
Diablo, for at its summit on a 
clear day you can see rich valleys 
with countless'farms, tiny hamlets, 
towns and great cities, and watch 
the traffic of sea, rail and river 
You can face fioiu the Fiiinllouei 
vO the Sienas 
CHIEF SURVEYING POINT. 
Diablo is linked inseparably with 


human activity in Northern Cali- 
fornia, for it is the chief t of the 
three base points used in surveying 
California. 
East and 
west 
and 


north and south the base and 
meridian lines run' from Diablo's 
summit. Right now the federal 
government is checking up with 
elaborate observations to -see if 
any movement of the earth's crust 
has shifted the position of Diablo 
on the map, for of all the spots in 
California that ought to remain 
immovable, it is Diablo.

In spite of the marked increase^ 


in travel, particularly motor travel, 
from year to >ear that has been 
recorded by the various national 
parks, with few exceptions prac- 
tically no funds have been pro- 
vided fwroad construction snd 
Improvement, the road situation 
in the various parks having been 
taken care of almost entirely out 
of the limited funds provided for 
maintenance 
purposes. 
In Yo- 


sermte. for example, where the 
federal 
government 
owns 
and 


maintains 
138 miles 
of 
roads, 


which were for the most part built 


fort yto fifty years ago as mere 
wagon trails, by private capital 
and later reverting to the govern- 
ment, no money has ever been ap- 
priated specifically for road con- 
struction except for the building of 
the El Portal road from Yosemite 
Valley to the park boundary near 
El Portal, a section eight miles in 
length. The high mountain roads 
m Yosemite, such as the Wawona, 
Big Oak Flat, Glacier Point and 
Tioga roads, remain essentially in 
the same condition as when built, 
unsuitable in every way for pres- 
ent day travel and very difficult to 


maintain In even reasonable state 
of repair. 


Similar conditions obtain in a 


number of the national parks, and. 
realizing the absolute necessity of 
better roads for the use of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of visitors who 
visit the parks annually and at an 
ever-increasing rate, the Secrtary 
of the Interior has submitted to 
the bureau of the budget for trans- 
mittal to Congress a road con- 
struction budget which calls for 
an expenditure of $7,296,000 to be 
expended over a three-year period 
beginning July 1, 1S23. 
Yosemite's allotment from, this 


amount would be $1,500,000 to be 
expended at the rate of $500,000 
per year. This program, contem- 
plates principally the paving of the 
roads on the floor of Yosemite 
Valley, twenty miles, and the re- 
construction and surfacing of the 
Wawona road, twenty miles; the 
Big ~X)ak 
Flat 
road, 
fourteen 


miles, and parts of the Tioga road, 
twenty-five miles, a total mileage 
of seventy-ninfe miles. 
With the completion of this pro- 


gram, Yosemite's 
existing 
road 


system will be for the most part 
placed in a condition comparable 
with the best maintained highway* 
in the state, and certainly the Sec- 
rete y's action in putting this pro- 
gram in line for Congressional ac- 
tion will be met with favor by the 
many thousands of California vis- 
itors to Yosemite.

It is therefore appaieni. that for 


only three years after Calilornia was admitted 
to the American Union did the municipalitv 
•control the destinies of its shipping facilities. 
The reason given by those who have delved into

time that the State was forced to take if over 
and has retained its control ever since through 
the board of harbor commissioners. Oakland 
and Los Angeles are the only two iuiporian!

The Stale Harbor Board has ab- 
solute say here and in Eureka and consider- 
able jurisdiction also al Sau Diego.

Detectives Phil Lindecker and Charles Dullea 
acted under orders when they did not hesitate 
to begin the gun-piny and brought about the 
capture of three out of four alleged despera- 
does.

Only 
one of them was sufficiently wounded to be 
incapable of resistance and all of Ilic-m were 
firmed wiih pistol* of (he la'+^t pattern and 
effectiveness.

He at once excited 
the sympathy of the police and was leniently 
dealt with when it became known that he 
was being made the victim of the cupidity of a 
perfectly well man, who took 90 per cent of his 
earnings. He explained that his daily income 
from the generously minded and open handed 
New Yorkers was ?30, of \\liich the man who 
led him. to and from his post of vantage kept 
all but three dollars.

It was in 1916 that Coffroth and 
Bassity, who was then associated with him, 
obtained the race track. 
There were some 


squatters on the land and for that reason an 
absolute title was never obtained. The great 
flood of that year inundated the property and 
Bassity dropped out of his connection with 
the track at the same time. Coffroth and Jack 
Atkins of Los Angeles are now the proncipal 
ov. ucis nijj ilit.y say liuit their property has 
never really made any money.
